When a person gets a loan of 31,000, 
the bank credits him with $1,000 on the 
books and his collateral becomes the asset 
of the bank. In 1927 there was on deposit 
in the banks of the United States $51,000,- 
000,000 while tbe tot»al gold and siver in 
circulation in the United States at the 
same date was only $8,500,000,000. When 
the United States sells bonds to a bank, 
the bank credits the government with the 
sale of the bonds on the books. That puts 
into circulation the amount of money involved. 
If the bank needs $1,000 currency it sends 
$1,000 worth of bonds to the Federal Reserve 
Bank.

American Nationalist (AN) uses P.0. Box 
817, Claremont, California, as a mailing 
address. AN supports separaticn of races 
and belief in Christianity. It claims to 
"trust in our constitutional republic and 
absolute dedication to our nation and 
people". AN is opposed to "governmental 
control of any other American group or 
publication and foreign wars having no basis 
of interest for the American people." AN is 
against "people known as anti-Christ and 
all forms of busing or other forms of govern- 
mental integration." AN is opposed to 
Communism, drugs, unjust taxation, bank 
interest rates, and government corruption, 

AN is attempting to organize along para- 
military lines. Members are known to possess 
weapons and incendiary devices. Member 
duties include participation in street 
demonstrations. Activities have been 
centered in the greater Los Angeles area. 

AN was formed in the latter part of 1973.
